Reagan  to  announce

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  President  Reagan  will 
announce  his  bid  for  re-election  following  his  State 
of  the  Union  address  in  January  and  is  already 
playing  a  leading  role  in  planning  his  campaign, 
according  to  the  director  of  his  campaign. 

Ed  Rollins,  campaign  director  of  Reagan-Bush 
’84,  said  in  an  interview  Reagan  will  likely  make  his 
plans  known  in  “a  televised  address,  probably  from 
the  Oval  Office,  but  I  have  not  worked  out  the

Several  projects  are  available  for 
students  who  have  spare  time  and 
are  interested  in  helping  people 
during  the  holidays.

The  Mental  Health  Association  in 
Salt  Lake  City  also  provides  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  service. ,  Through  the 
Forgotten  Patients  Program, 
volunteers  and  donations  are  soli- . 
cited  to  provide  Christmas  for  pa- ' 
tients  confined  to  mental  institu¬ 
tions. 

Items  such  as  home-baked  goods, . 
food,  gifts  and  money  are  needed, 
according  to  Program  Director  Hol¬ 
ly  Whiting.  “We  can  use  all  the  help 
we  can  get. 

“We’ll  need  a  lot  of  help  with 
wrapping,  shopping  and  getting  it 
to  the  patients,”  she  said.

Y  tax  shelter  case  faces  trial 
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6-year  conflict  to  end 


PROVO,  Utah  (UPI)  —  The  six-year  con¬ 
troversy  surrounding  the  donation  of  silver  mining 
claims  to  BYU  as  tax  shelters  may  be  coming  to  an 
end  with  trials  in  January  in  Nevada  and  California. 

Hundreds  of  Utahns  participated  in  the  invest¬ 
ment  program,  in  which  they  purchased  the  claims 
then  donated  them  to  BYU  and  took  a  large  tax 
deduction.  The  IRS  said  the  claims  were  vastly 
overvalued. 

Many  of  the  issues  should  be  resolved  when  eight 
suits,  representative  of  some  900  filed  in  U.S.  Tax 
Court  in  Los  Angeles,  go  to  trial  Jan.  4,  lawyers 
involved  in  the  cases  say. 

Sidney  Machtinger,  a  Los  Angeles  attorney  rep¬ 
resenting  several  hundred  of  the  claimants  in  the 
tax  court  lawsuits,  said  last  week  the  trial  should 
determine  how  much,  if  anything,  the  investors 
have  coming  to  them  from  the  government. 

The  case  will  involve  technical  testimony  over 
the  potential  value  of  the  claims,  he  said. 

On  Jan.  10,  Nevada  geologist  Einar  Erickson, 
who  allegedly  promoted  the  donations,  is  to  stand 
trial  in  federal  court  in  Las  Vegas.

Erickson’s  trial,  however,  might  be  delayed  be¬ 
cause  U.S.  District  Judge  Harry  Claiborn  of  Las 
Vegas  has  been  indicted  in  an  unrelated  case. 

The  government  alleged  Erickson  staked  out 
thousands  of  silver  mining  claims  in  the  barren 
Nevada  desert  and  began  selling  them  in  1977. 
More  than  1,000  claims  were  later  donated  to  BYU 
by  investors,  who  claimed  large  tax  credits  for  the 
charitable  contributions. 

Erickson  was  charged  in  November  with  12 
counts  of  aiding  and  assisting  in  the  preparation  of 
fraudulent  tax  returns  and  with  12  counts  of  mail 
fraud. 

The  IRS  said  a  study  of  66  claims  showed  inves¬ 
tors  put  their  worth  at  $13.2  million,  while  the 
government  put  the  value  at  no  more  than  $1  mil¬ 
lion. 

In  some  cases,  the  IRS  said  six-figure  tax  deduc¬ 
tions  were  taken  for  the  donation  of  a  silver  claim 
worth  only  the  $6  filing  fee.  The  IRS  at  the  time  of 
the  investigation  claimed  the  tax  shelter  probe  was 
the  largest  in  its  history.

Utah  State,  with  its  second  miracle  finish  in  as 
many  nights,  stunned  Lamar  59-58  Saturday  to  win 
the  championship  game  of  the  Cougar  Classic. 

USU  forward  Greg  Grant,  later  named  tourna¬ 
ment  MVP,  picked  up  a  loose  ball  and  scored  from 
inside  with  four  seconds  remaining  to  give  the 
Aggies  the  win. 

Joining  Grant  on  the  all-tournament  team  were 
teammate  Vince  Washington,  BYU  forwards  De¬ 
vin  Durrant  and  Brett  Applegate  and  Lamar’s  Tom 
Sewell. 

'Skins  rout 
Cowboys, 
grab  first

The  Pittsburgh  Steelers  wrapped  up  a  division 
title  in  front  of  their  television  sets  Sunday  while 
the  Washington  Redskins  and  San  Francisco  49ers 
took  giant  steps  on  the  field  toward  clinching  divi¬ 
sion  championships, 

Pittsburgh,  with  Veteran  quarterback  Terry 
Bradshaw  making  his  first  start  of  the  season  and 
producing  two  touchdown  passes  in  just  three 
series,  routed  the  New  York  Jets  34-7  Saturday. 
The  Steelers  then  sat  back  Sunday  and  watched  as 
Houston  upset  Cleveland  34-27  to  knock  the 
Browns  out  of  title  contention  and  hand  Pittsburgh 
the  AFC  Central  crown. 

Tim  Smith  caught  TD  passes  of  43  and  24  yards 
for  Houston  as  the  Oilers  upset  Cleveland  for  only 
their  second  victory  of  the  season.  The  victory  en¬ 
ded  Cleveland’s  hopes  for  the  AFC  Central  title  but 
the  Browns  still  are  alive  in  the  wild  card  race. 

The  much-awaited  showdown  between  Washing¬ 
ton  and  Dallas  turned  into  a  mismatch  as  the  Red¬ 
skins  ripped  the  Cowboys  31-10  and  moved  to  with¬ 
in  a  victory  of  clinching  the  NFC  East  title. 
Washington,  which  lost  31-30  to  Dallas  in  its  season 
opener,  needs  only  to  defeat  the  New  York  Giants, 
who  are  3-11-1,  next  Saturday  in  order  to  win  the 
division  title  and  earn  the  home-field  advantage 
throughout  the  playoffs. 

Dallas  already  has  qualified  for  the  playoffs  and 
will  compete  as  a  wild  card  entry  if  Washington 
wins  next  week. 

San  Francisco  downed  Buffalo  23-10  and  takes  a 
one-game  lead  in  the  NFC  West  over  the  Los 
Angeles  Rams,  who  were  upset  21-7  by  New  Eng¬ 
land.  San  Francisco  can  clinch  the  division  title  by 
beating  Dallas  next  Monday  night  or  if  the  Rams 
fall  at  New  Orleans. 

Denver  became  only  the  sixth  NFL  club  to  clinch 
a  playoff  berth  when  the  Broncos  rallied  to  defeat 
Baltimore  21-19  and  qualified  as  an  AFC  wild  card 
entry.  Miami,  Pittsburgh  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Raiders  have  captured  division  titles  in  the  AFC 
and  Dallas  and  Washington  have  qualified  in  the 
NFC.  One  AFC  wild  card  berth  and  three  NFC 
slots  will  be  decided  on  the  final  weekend  of  the 
season. 

In  Saturday’s  other  game,  Miami  defeated  Atlan¬ 
ta  31-24  while  in  Sunday’s  games,  it  was  Chicago  19 
Minnesota  13;  Cincinnati  17  Detroit  9;  New  Orleans 
20  Philadelphia  17  in  overtime;  Seattle  17  the 
Giants  12;  San  Diego  41  Kansas  City  38;  and  St. 
Louis  34  the  Los  Angeles  Raiders  24.  Green  Bay  is 
at  Tampa  Bay  tonight. 

Bradshaw,  out  all  season  with  complications 
from  off-season  elbow  surgery,  ran  just  20  plays 
before  leaving  with  a  sore  arm.  But  he  managed  to 
provide  the  Steelers  with  a  14-0  lead  on  touchdown 
passes  of  17  yards  to  Gregg  Garrity  and  10  yards  to 
Calvin  Sweeney.  Cliff  Stoudt  relieved  him  early  in 
the  second  quarter  and  threw  two  more  TD  passes 
in  the  rout. 

Joe  Theismann  threw  TD  passes  of  40  yards  to 
Clint  Didier  and  43  yards  to  Art  Monk  and  John 
Riggins  plunged  for  two  more  scores  to  power 
Washington  past  Dallas.  Riggins  scored  on  runs  of 
3  and  1  yards,  both  after  interference  penalties 
deep  in  Dallas  territory,  to  set  an  NFL  record  for 
most  TDs  in  a  single  season.

With  no  timeouts  remaining,  USU  threw  the  ball 
in  and  Grant  picked  it  up  to  score  the  winning 
basket. 

Everett’s  desperation  45-footer  as  time  expired 
bounced  in  and  out  as  the  Cardinals  fell  short. 

“When  you’ve  been  through  a  4-23  season  (USU’s 
1981-82  record),  you  take  all  the  nine  lives  you  can 


get,”  said  Aggie  Coach  Rod  Tueller.  “The  kids  just 
didn’t  give  up.” 

Lamar  rebounded  from  a  37-26  halftime  deficit, 
outscoring  Utah  State  16-4  to  take  the  lead  with 
12:32  remaining  in  the  game.  Tom  Sewell  led  the 
charge,  scoring  10  points  on  outside  jumpers  and 
assisting  on  another  basket. 

Following  four  straight  points  by  Utah  State, 
Lamar’s  Kenneth  Perkins  tied  the  score  at  45  on  a 
three-point  play.

The  loss,  which  dropped  the 
Cougars  to  1-2,  was  the  second  in  two 
weeks  to  the  Aggies.  They  dropped  a 
90-78  decision  to  Utah  State  during 
Thanksgiving  weekend  in  Logan. 

BYU  Head  Coach  Ladell 
Andersen,  who  was  obviously  dis¬ 
appointed  with  the  defeat,  said  a  close 
loss  makes  it  easy  to  recall  mistakes. 
“It  was  a  tough  loss.  You  could  pick 
out  a  lot  of  things  that  hurt  us.” 

While  Andersen  said  there  were 
many  areas  one  could  look  for  mis¬ 
takes,  he  pointed  out  one  that  seemed 
to  hurt  in  particular. 

“It  seems  to  me  that  the  loose  ball 
situations  hurt  us.  We  couldn’t  get  a 
handle  on  it.” 

But  the  Cougars  were  not  the  only 
ones  to  hurt  themselves.  Utah  State 
was  whistled  for  several  traveling 
violations  early  in  the  game.  Both 
teams  matched  baskets  until  there 
were  two  minutes  remaining  in  the 
first  half. 

After  BYU  forward  Mike  Smith 
tied  the  score  at  39,  the  Aggies  out- 
scored  the  Cougars  7-1  to  take  a  46-40 
lead  into  the  intermission. 

The  second  half  did  not  start  out 
much  better  for  the  Cougars  as  Utah 
State  opened  up  a  10-point  lead  when 
guard  Vince  Washington,  who  led  the 
Aggies  with  22  points,  hit  a  layup. 

But  then  BYU  got  its  running  game 
going  to  get  back  in  the  contest. 

With  the  score  54-44  in  favor  of 
Utah  State,  guard  Chris  Nikchevich, 
who  scored  14  points,  keyed  a  BYU 
comeback  with  eight  points  as  the 
Cougars  ran  off  a  14-4  spurt.  That  tied 
the  score  at  58  with  a  little  under  13 
minutes  remaining. 

After  both  teams  matched  baskets 
for  the  next  eight  minutes,  the  Aggies 
grabbed  a  78-74  lead  with  5  minutes 
left  in  the  game. 


But  then  BYU  made  its  last  surge 
as  forward  Mike  Smith  hit  two  jum¬ 
pers  to  tie  the  score.  After  a  Cougar 
timeout,  forward  Brett  Applegate, 
who  turned  in  a  solid  performance 
with  21  points  and  14  rebounds,  hit  a 
layup  to  put  BYU  up  80-78. 

After  Utah  State  couldn’t  tie  up  the 
game  at  the  other  end  of  the  court, 
Scott  Sinek  was  fouled  with  46, 
seconds  left.  He  connected  on  one  of 
his  free  throw  attempts  to  give  the 
Cougars  an  81-78  lead. 

But  then  Greg  Grant,  who  scored 
21  points  for  the  Aggies,  went  to 
work.  The  Utah  State  forward  hit  a 
turn-around  jumper  to  cut  the  Cougar 
lead  to  one.  After  Nikchevich  stepped 
out  of  bounds  while  trying  to  bring 
the  ball  up  court,  Grant  made  a  layup 
to  give  the  Aggies  an  82-81  lead  with 
12  seconds  left. 

Nikchevich  then  pushed  the  ball  up 
court  but  got  himself  caught  in  the  air 
and  threw  the  ball  out  of  bounds  to 
turn  the  ball  back  over  to  the  Aggies. 
After  a  desperation  foul,  Chris 
McMullin  made  one  free  throw  to  give 
the  Aggies  the  final  margin. 

Utah  State  Head  Coach  Rod  Tuel- 
ler,  who  seemed  to  spend  more  time 
on  the  court  than  most  of  his  players, 
was  overjoyed  with  the  win.  “There 
was  nothing  pretty  about  it  —  but 
we’ll  take  it.  It  was  a  gutsy  effort.”

"  mother  would  give  me  my  own  cookie  dough,  a 
miniature  rolling  pin,  an  apron  and  cookie  cutters 
so  I  could  make  my  very  own  gingerbread  cookies.” 

According  to  Forsyth,  making  authentic  Swed¬ 
ish  gingerbread  cookies  is  an  art.  Each  family  has 
its  own  recipes  that  have  been  kept  in  the  family  for 
many  generations. 

There  are  many  variables  that  can  go  wrong. 
“Too  much  flour  in  the  dough  will  make  the  cookies 
too  hard,  or  if  the  cookies  have  large  bubbles  on 
them  when  baked,  the  dough  was  not  placed  on  a 
cold  cookie  sheet  or  has  been  out  in  the  warm  air  too 
long,”  she  said 

Gingerbread  cookies  are  of  exotic  origin.  They 
actually  come  from  the  Orient  and  were  probably 
made  for  the  first  time  before  the  birth  of  Christ.  A 
kind  of  gingerbread  cookie,  “Libum  piperatum”  in 
Latin,  was  eaten  in  ancient  Rome,  added  Forsyth. 

The  word  “libum”  means  “sacrificial  pastry,”  or 
in  other  words  a  bread  that  was  an  offering  to  the 
gods. 

“One  tradition  that  we  have  in  Sweden  is  to  place 
a  gingerbread  cookie  in  the  palm  of  your  left  hand. 
Gently  hit  it  with  your  nuckle.  If  the  cookie  breaks 
into  three  pieces,  you  can  make  a  wish,”  Forsyth 
said. 

Swedish  Gingerbread  cookies 
1  cup,  sugar 
IV2  cubes  margarine 
%  cup  Lyle’s  golden  syrup 
%  cup  whipping  cream 
1  tablespoon  cloves 
1  tablespoon  ginger 
1  tablespoon  cinnamon 
1  tablespoon  grated  orange  peels 
1  tablespoon  baking  soda 
1  tablespoon  lemon  juice 
4  to  5  cups  flour 

1.  Melt  the  margarine  and  mix  together  with  the 
sugar  and  syrup.  (Lyle’s  golden  syrup  is  prefer¬ 
able,  but  it  can  be  substituted  with  corn  syrup.) 

2.  Let  the  mixture  cool  before  adding  all  other 
ingredients  except  for  the  flour.  Mix  well. 

3.  Add  the  flour  carefully,  one  cup  at  a  time,  since 
too  much  of  it  will  make  the  cookies  very  hard.  The 
full  amount  of  flour  may  not  be  needed  and  the 
dough  should  be  soft  and  smooth. 

4.  Let  the  dough  rest  as  long  as  possible,  prefer¬ 
ably  over  night.  When  rolling  it  out,  only  use  small

Some  inmates  at  the 
Utah  State  Prison  de¬ 
cided  to  make  Christ¬ 
mas  a  little  brighter  this 
year  for  some  children 
at  the  Utah  State  Train¬ 
ing  School  in  American 
Fork. 

At  one  of  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Alterna¬ 
tives  to  Prison  group,  an 
inmate  brought  up  the 
idea  of  making  toys  and 
distributing  them  to 
children  at  the  school 
and  to  children  of  in¬ 
mates  who  don’t  have 
funds  for  toys,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  group’s  advis¬ 
er,  Sgt.  Mike  Pearson. 
The  group  voted  on  the 
iijea  and  decided  to  go 
ahead  with  it. 

It’s  the  first  time  the 
group,  which  consists  of 
32  inmates  in  minimum 
security,  has  done  this 
but  plans  to  make  the 
practice  a  yearly  tradi¬ 
tion.

Santa  stresses 
Christmas  giving

Each  Santa’s  mission  should  be  that 
of  teaching  the  joy  of  giving  instead  of 
receiving,  said  J.  Robert  Howe,  a 
Santa  at  the  University  Mall  in  Orem. 

Howe,  who  is  a  radio  newsman,  has 
been  a  Santa  at  the  mall  for  the  last  10 
years.  He  has  also  been  the  Osmond’s 
Santa  for  their  private  parties  and 
television  specials. 

“My  greatest  joy  is  visiting  private 
homes,”  Howe  said.  “I  try  to  make  a 
special  effort  to  discover  unique  char¬ 
acteristics  about  the  children  before  I 
visit  them. 

“This  way,  if  a  kid  is  a  borderline 
believer,  and  you  know  something 
special  about  them,  it  really  makes 
them  wonder.” 

Howe  said  he  finds  it  easier  to  be  a 
teacher  in  a  private  home  than  in  a 
public  situation.  “When  I  go  into 
homes,  there  is  a  Christmas  aura.  The 
smell  of  pine,  the  decorations,  the 
fire,  all  help  weave  a  web  of  believa- 
bility.  I  try  and  use  this  opportunity 
to  do  some  Christian  teaching.” 

In  teaching  children  about  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  true  meaning  of 
Christmas,  Howe  asks  them  if  they 
are  a  “givee”  or  a  “gimee.” 

Although  Santa  is  associated  with 
money  and  selfishness,  Howe  tries  to 
bring  in  Christian  teachings.  “When  a 
kid  asks  ‘What  are  you  going  to  give 
me  Santa,’  I  ask  him,  ‘What  are  you 
going  to  give  your  mother.’ 


Short  attention  span 

“Children  have  a  short  attention 
span  due  to  television  and  the  fast 
paced  ‘Dukes  of  Hazzard’-type  shows 
and  the  wham-blam  lives  they  are  liv¬ 
ing.  Many  children  are  passive  and 
unhappy.  I  like  to  use  the  inflection  of 
my  voice  and  my  gestures  to  make 
Santa  a  total  experience  for  them.” 

Howe  said  the  most  important  part 
of  his  being  a  Santa  physically  is  the 
glitter  that  should  be  held  in  the  eyes 
of  any  Santa. 

Howe  put  a  lot  of  time  and  money 
into  his  costume.  He  did  this  because 
he  believes  the  calling  of  Santa,  even 
if  aspired  to,  is  as  important  as  a  call¬ 
ing  in  a  church. 


“I  carry  a  mantle  to  make  Santa 
credible  to  the  children.  It  is  a  great 
feeling  to  have  a  kid  look  at  you  in 
total  wonderment.  When  a  kid  hugs 
you  out  of  a  sense  of  deep  love,  it 
melts  your  heart  because  of  their 
great  affection.” 

Many  children  who  climb  on  Santa’s 
lap  are  not  hugging  him  or  even 
laughing.  They  are  howling  in  fear  of 
the  man  with  the  white  beard  and 
rosy  cheeks. 

Faced  with  a  crying  child,  Howe 
holds  the  child  long  enough  to  hand 
him  the  complimentary  coloring  book, 
and  then  he  is  quick  to  pass  the  child 
back  to  his  mother. 

“The  worst  part  of  being  a  Santa  is 
when  a  kid  has  not  had  his  diaper 
changed  all  day;  and  then  the  parent 
hands  him  to  you  to  hold  —  That’s 
something  I  could  do  without.” 

Santa  important 

Santa  has  become  an  important 
part  of  Howe’s  life.  Last  year  when  he 
spent  Christmas  in  Washington, 
D.C. ,  he  said  he  felt  like  he’d  left  part 
of  his  life  in  Provo. 

Howe  is  more  willing  to  do  the 
assembly  line  Santa  after  being  away 
from  it  for  a  year. 

Howe  said  that  this  year  he  even 
enjoys  the  teenagers  who  come  to  see 
the  Santa  in  the  mall. 

“I  have  fun  with  teenagers.  I  josh 
with  them  and  treat  them  like  a  scout- 
,  master  or  Sunday  School  teacher 
would. 

“I  don’t  get  frustrated  with  them 
because  frustration  implies  a  lack  of 
control.  I  just  joke  with  the  sassy 
ones.  If  you  are  going  to  be  a  Santa, 
you  have  to  learn  to  roll.” 

Approached  by  one  teenager  de¬ 
manding  a  Mustang  for  Christmas, 
Howe  quickly  asked  him  what  he  was 
going  to  give  his  mother. 

Smirking,  the  boy  replied,  “I’m 
going  to  give  her  a  Porsche.” 

One  young  woman  wanted  a  man 
with  brown  hair  and  brown  eyes  for 
Christmas.  Santa  tried  to  accommo¬ 
date  her  request  when  a  young  man 
fitting  her  request  approached  him. 
Santa  offered  the  gentleman  to  the 
young  lady  who  laughed  and  refused 
the  gift  as  she  quickly  walked  the 
other  way. 


Law  requires 
warning  to 
pregnant  women 
against  liquor 

NEW  YORK  (UPI) 
—  Mayor  Edward  Koch 
signed  into  law  Thurs¬ 
day  the  first  bill  in  the 
nation  requiring  bars,  li¬ 
quor  stores  and  res¬ 
taurants  to  post  a  sign 
warning  that  drinking 
alcoholic  beverages  dur¬ 
ing  pregnancy  can  cause 
birth  defects.

Lobbying  in  the  Utah  Legislature  provides  a 
voice  for  the  people  who  want  to  be  heard  and 
supplies  state  senators  and  representatives  with 
important  information. 

“State  government  couldn’t  operate  without  lob¬ 
bying.  Lobbyists  are  an  invaluable  source  of  know¬ 
ledge,”  said  LaVaun  Cox,  a  lobbyist  for  Mountain 
Fuel.  “Take  for  example  a  plumbing  bill  that  was  20 
pages  long.  Each  senator  could  not  read  the  entire 
bill,  so  our  job  was  to  know  the  bill  thoroughly  and 
then  educate  the  senators  as  to  what  it  entailed.” 

“It  is  especially  difficult  for  our  legislature  be¬ 
cause  it  is  only  part-time,”  said  Bill  Walsh,  a  lob¬ 
byist  for  Utah  Issues,  a  non-profit  organization. 

Other  states 

“Lobbying  in  other  states  would  be  different  be¬ 
cause  many  states  have  professional  legislatures. 
We  can’t  give  all  our  time  to  discovering  every  bit  of 
pertinent  information  on  an  issue,”  said  Carl 
Anderson,  R-Utah  County. 

The  lobbyists  admit  to  being  sometimes  nothing 
more  than  walking  encyclopedias.  “We  provide  the 
information  that  they  need  and  raise  issues  that 
might  otherwise  be  passed  over,”  said  Walsh. 

This  new  knowledge  provides  senators  with  a 
realistic  view  of  the  problem,  said  Anderson. 

Lee  Ellertson,  R-Utah  County,  said,  “I  believe 
lobbyists  could  be  a  potential  detriment,  but  so  far, 
I  have  not  experienced  a  problem.  I  often  follow  up 
and  check  on  the  information  they  give  me.” 

“Lobbying  should  not  be  a  pressure,”  said  Cox. 
“Lobbyists  should  learn  that  although  what  we  do 
is  not  always  appreciated,  it  is  always  helpful.” 

Tom  Korologos,  vice  president  for  Timmons  and 
Company,  a  lobbyist  firm  in  Washington,  D.C., 
said  the  right  to  lobby  is  guaranteed  in  the  Con¬ 
stitution. 

Right  to  petition 

The  forefathers  gave  the  people  a  right  to  peti¬ 
tion  the  government.  Without  this  right,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  would  stop. 

“When  people  feel  strongly  .about  an  issue,  they 
need  to  be  able  to  convey  these  feelings.  I  lobby  for 
a  non-profit  organization,  and  so  we  speak  on  their 
behalf.  If  we  didn’t,  they  wouldn’t  be  heard.  They 
would  be  denied  their  rights,”  said  Walsh. 

There  are  a  number  of  lobbying  associations  that 
a  person  can  join.  A  plumber  in  St.  George  can 
become  a  part  of  an  association,  pay  his  yearly  dues 
and  have  his  voice  heard  in  the  Senate  juSt  as  easily 
as  a  large  organization  can,  said  Korologos. 

Lobbyists  often  have  specific  senators  who  are 
friendly  to  their  cause.  They  present  their  case  to 
this  senator  and  then  leave  it  to  him  to  go  to  his 
compatriots  with  the  information.  In  this  way,  the 
lobbyists  can  reach  otherwise  unattainable  sena¬ 
tors. 

“I  have  been  lobbying  for  11  years,  so  there  are 
certain  people  I  go  to  on  issues.  I  understand  the 
process,  and  that  makes  it  a  lot  easier,”  said  Walsh. 

Lobbying  in  Utah  has  its  own  advantages. 
“There  is  less  money,  less  liquor  and  no  women,” 


“I  have  never  heard  of  any  lobbyist  trying  to 
bribe  someone  here  in  Utah,”  said  Eldon  Money, 
D-Utah  County.

There  are  a  lot  more  “favors”  in  central  states.  In 
one  state,  a  lobbyist  called  a  bill  to  the  attention  of  a 
state  senator.  The  senator  said  that  he  would  look 
over  the  bill,  but  he  would  rather  do  it  over  two 
cases  of  liquor.  “In  other  words,  he  was  willing  to 
help  out  the  lobbyist  if  the  lobbyist  was  willing  to 
help  him,”  said  Cox. 

“There  is  a  certain  terminology  that  can  be  found 
here  that  is  not  apparent  in  other  states,”  said 
Walsh.  “The  issues  do  not  really  change,  although 
there  is  often  a  unique  element  involved  because 
the  majority  of  the  population  is  Latter-day  Saint.”

Fielding  encouraged  students  to  under¬ 
go  testing  if  they  have  even  the  slightest 
suspicion  of  having  a  learning  disability. 
“We  want  people  to  know  we  are  here  so 
we  can  help.” 

Students  should  consider  testing  if  they 
“don’t  remember  well  or  don’t  get  the 
same  thing  out  of  lectures  and  tests  that 
others  do,”  he  said. 

In  addition  to  formal  programs,  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  dyslexia  should  tape  re¬ 
cord  their  homework  and  lectures,  and 
compare  notes  with  other  students  to  be 
sure  they  received  the  same  information 
from  textbooks  and  lectures,  Fielding 
said. 

These  steps  will  help  dyslexic  students, 
but  Ingram  feels  the  best  way  to  help  is  to 
modify  methods  of  education.  “The  public 
school  system  is  just  not  geared  to  educate 
the  individual. 

“There  ought  to  be  an  awareness  of 
faculty  more  than  anything  else.  If  profes¬ 
sors  would  look  at  and  recognize  the  symp¬ 
toms  in  the  classroom,  and  adjust  curricu¬ 
lum  and  methods,  then  we  would  help  a  lot 
more  students,”  he  said. 

He  suggested  that  micro-computer 
technology  already  available  at  BYU  be 
used  to  help  such  students  by  giving  them 
immediate  feedback  and  correction.  Also, 
he  encouraged  teachers  to  allow  more  in¬ 
teraction  with  students  through  review 
sessions  and  suggested  a  more  multi- 
sensory  approach  to  instruction. 

Teachers  should  realize  that  if  dyslexic 
students  do  not  read  the  textbook  correct¬ 
ly,  then  they  are  not  going  to  read  test 
questions  correctly  either,  Ingram  said. 


approximately  300  BYU  students  are 
affected  by  some  form  of  dyslexia. 

However,  the  majority  of  the  learning 
disabled  do  not  recognize  the  problem, 
Fielding  said. 

Ingram  agreed.  “They  just  think  they 
are  dumb.  They  learn  to  compensate  even 
though  they  feel  insecure,”  he  said. 

Also,  many  may  realize  their  intelli¬ 
gence  but  simply  cannot  understand  why 
others  do  better  bn  scholastic  examina¬ 
tions,  he  said. 

Many  parents  become  overly  concerned 
if  their  child  cannot  read  or  write  because 
they  feel  he  “won’t  be  able  to  get  through 
life,”  Ingram  said.  However,  this  fear  is 
unnecessary.  “Dyslexia  only  shows  up 
dramatically  in  an  academic  setting  -  from 
kindergarten  to  Ph.D.,”  he  said. 

Therefore,  the  problem  is  almost  elimin¬ 
ated  once  students  graduate  because  they 
can  compensate  in  their  careers  with  the 
help  of  tape  recorders,  dictaphones  and 
secretaries.  Successful  people  such  as 
Albert  Einstein,  Bruce  Jenner  and  Nelson 
Rockefeller  are  victims  of  dyslexia.  Rock¬ 
efeller  simply  memorized  his  speeches  so 
he  would  not  have  to  read  them. 

Compensation  techniques  can  also  be 
used  to  aid  pupils  with  their  studies.  Cur¬ 
rently  Handicapped  Student  Services 
offers  taped  textbooks  and  a  volunteer 
staff  to  read  to  Or  to  act  as  scribes  for 
students  with  learning  disabilities. 

These  services  were  originally  started 
to  help  the  visually  impaired,  but  are 
being  “borrowed”  to  aid  others,  Fielding 
said. 

“In  the  past  few  years  much  more  emph¬ 
asis  has  been  placed  on  treating  and  deal¬ 
ing  with  learning  disabilities,  so  programs 
are  relatively  new,”  he  added. 

Two  BYU  programs  that  deal  with  such 
problems  are  categorization  of  individual 
handicaps  and  remediation.  The  remedial 
program  involving  teaching  very  basic 
reading  and  writing  skills  is  still  in  the 
planning  stages,  but  the  categorization 
process  is  “well  underway,”  Fielding  said.

DR.  G.  HUGH  ALLRED,  BYU  professor  of 
marriage  and  family  therapy: 

Our  roots  are  in  Western  European  society;  we 
tend  to  be  more  of  that  society  than  of  the  Mormon 
culture. 

We  emphasize  competition.  And  since  we  are 
often  competitive  for  power,  status  and  even  love, 
we  tend  to  see  people  as  enemies.  Therefore,  they 
can  hurt  us,  so  we  back  off.  That  is  where  we  feel  a 
constant  distance  with  people. 

We  are  apt  to  worship  competition  —  the  win- 
lose  philosophy.  We’ve  adoped  this  as  an  ethic  and 
we  are  surrounded  by  it. 

Many  of  us  in  the  church  seem  to  have  adopted 
'the  faulty  notion  that  there  is  only  so  much  room  in 
the  Celestial  Kingdom,  that  only  3  to  5  percent  can 
make  it  there.  This  way  df  thinking  encourages 
competition,  and  people  will  aggrandize  them¬ 
selves  and  push  down  others  to  reach  their  goal. 

But  in  effect  this  only  pushes  us  farther  away 
from  the  Celestial  Kingdom.  The  basic  standards  of 
excellence  are  set  and  that’s  what  we  should  focus 


The  center-most  core  of  us,  as  human  beings  is 
more  alike  than  different.  It’s  the  veneer  that’s 
different. 

The  focus  in  society  is  on  the  externals,  and  so 
that’s  what  we  see  first.  It  takes  time  to  get  be¬ 
neath. 

If  we  take  the  time  to  look  and  try  to  understand, 
then  we  can  like  all  kinds  of  people  who  on  the 
surface  we  would  reject. 

As  ambitious  individuals  we  tend  to  only  see 
those  people  who  facilitate  the  fostering  of  our 
goals. 

If  pur  needs  and  goals  are  narrowly  focused,  we 
are  not  even  aware  of  other  people  and  things 
around  us. 

The  tenor  of  our  times  is:  What’s  in  it  for  me? 

It’s  impossible  to  establish  good  friends  this  way. 

But  in  the  church,  we  should  be  different.  If  we 
were  more  true  to  our  eternal  nature,  we  would  be 
much  more  open  and  sensitive  to  other  people. 

In  friendship,  because  of  past  experiences  and 
decisions,  some  individuals  are  very  free  to  accept  a 
variety  of  friends,  because  they  can  see  beneath  the 
surface  and  are  not  caught  up  in  selfishness.  Others 
are  not  as  free  to  choose. 


Several  products  are 
available  for  topical  ap¬ 
plication,  usually  as  a 
shampoo.

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Christ-like  love  is  difficult.  It  involves  an  open¬ 
ness  to  all  people  and  an  emphasis  on  cooperation, 
encouragement  and  support. 

The  more  competitive  we  are,  the  less  capable  we 
tend  to  be  of  having  close,  intimate  friends. 

Is  our  focus  on  excellence,  or  on  out-doing  our 
neighbor? 

One  way  to  counteract  this  competative  nature  is 
to  become  aware  of  our  interactions  and  com¬ 
munications  with  others  —  be  able  to  see  and  re¬ 
move  the  non-constructive  things  in  our  rela¬ 
tionships  with  others. 

Because  of  the  society  we  live  in  we  often  learn 
lousy  ways  of  dealing  in  relationships.  It  takes  hard 
work  to  learn  how  to  love  in  a  Christ-like  way.  If 
this  were  truly  Zion,  the  intimate  Christ-like  love 
would  be  easy  and  natural,  but  we’re  well-trained 
in  competition. 

In  my  opinion,  competition  is  more  seductive  and 
dangerous  to  the  people  of  this  church,  and  is  a 
greater  obstacle  in  achieving  a  Zion-like  society, 
than  the  sexual  problems  we  see  around  us.  I  am 
convinced  that  the  sexual  problems  involve  ex¬ 
ploitation  which  brings  us  right  back  to  competi¬ 
tion. 

DR.  VICTOR  CLINE,  professor  of  psychology 
at  the  University  of  Utah: 

I’d  say  that  it’s  not  hard  to  find  good  friends  — 
you  just  have  to  be  one.  You  give  to  get.  That’s  a 
basic  equation. 

You  have  to  extend  yourself  and  have  a  genuine 
interest  in  others.  When  you  do  that,  people  will  be . 
attracted  to  you. 

Be  positive.  A  negative  aura  will  naturally  turn 
people  away  from  you. 

price. 

Love  is 
initiative. 

If  you  have  a  warm  friendly  approach  to  people 
you  will  have  a  more  positive  experience.  It  doesn’t 
make  you  more  vulnerable,  but  it  doesn’t  mean  that 
you’ll  be  guaranteed  a  super  rapport  with 
everyone. 

You  can’t  give  too  much. 

In  the  LDS  culture  finding  friends  of  the  same 
sex  is  easier,  but  it’s  much  more  difficult  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  opposite  sex  because  of  the  emphasis 
placed  on  eternal  marriage,  and  on  finding  the  right 
person. 

There’s  too  much  pressure  there.  It  defeats  the 
purpose. 

BRENT  A.  BARLOW,  BYU  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  family  sciences: 

In  the  church  we  teach  monogomy,  and  the  avoi¬ 
dance  of  the  appearance  of  evil,  so  it’s  very  difficult 
to  have  friends  of  the  opposite  sex,  especially  after 
marriage.  This  can  alienate  married  people,  and  it’s 
a  problem. 

You  need  friends  for  a  good  marriage.  If  you  only 
have  each  other,  it  puts  a  burden  on  the  marriage, 
because  they  have  to  fulfill  all  social  needs. 

We  focus  on  marriage  and  family  and  often  be¬ 
come  oblivious  of  others,  although  we  still  need 
others.  A  good  marriage  is  usually  dependant  on 
having  other  associates.

A  concurrent  resolution  is  not  a  leg¬ 
islative  vehicle  used  to  enact  laws.  It 
is  most  commonly  used  to  express  the 
“sense”  or  feeling  of  Congress  about  a 
particular  issue. 

Concurrent  resolutions  do  not  go  to 
the  White  House  for  presidential  ac¬ 
tion,  nor  do  they  carry  the  force  of 
law.  Yet  under  the  War  Powers  Re¬ 
solution,  Congress  states  it  can  order 
the  president  to  remove  U.S.  forces 
from  whatever  situation  he  has  com¬ 
mitted  them  to  and  force  him  —  the 
commander  in  chief  —  to  obey.

Ordinarily  an  act  of  Congress  will 
pass  through  both  houses  for  approv¬ 
al  and  continue  on  to  the  president, 
and  he  will  either  sign  the  bill  into  law 
or  veto  it.  A  concurrent  resolution 
bypasses  the  president  —  he  is  not 
given  the  opportunity  to  either 
approve  or  veto  the  resolution. 

The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  recently 
ruled  that  legislative  vetos  of  execu¬ 
tive  agency  regulations  —  also  passed 
by  concurrent  resolution  —  are  un¬ 
constitutional,  indicating  they  may 
also  be  unconstitutional  in  the  War 
Powers  quarrel.  The  Court  reasoned 
that  Congress  cannot  eliminate  the 
president  and  his  authority  to  act 
favorably  or  unfavorably  from  the 
process  of  making  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  question  of  con¬ 
stitutionality,  there  is  a  possibility 
that  the  legislation  could  have  a  grave 
effect  upon  U.S.  foreign  policy. 

It  could  create  a  situation  in  which 
the  president  has  ordered  U.S.  forces 
into  action,  and  Congress  orders 
those  forces  home.  Thus,  one  of  the 
world’s  major  military  powers  would 
be  speaking  with  two  voices. 

Which  voice  will  foreign  powers  be¬ 
lieve  —  the  chief  executive  or  Con¬ 
gress?  This  could  be  a  formula  for 
chaos  and  impotency. 

Eric  Anthony  Jones,  a  BYU  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  political  science,  said 


that  according  to  the  Constitution, 
the  president,  as  head  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  branch  of  the  U.S.  government, 
is  the  commander  in  chief  of  U.S. 
military  forces.  Congress,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  given  the  power  to  de¬ 
clare  war. 

When  U.S.  troops  are  introduced 
into  a  foreign  country  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  president  and  the  War 
Powers  Resolution  is  invoked  by  Con¬ 
gress,  the  struggle  that  ensues  be¬ 
tween  the  president  and  Congress  is 
not  about  whether  the  troops  should 
be  there.  It  is  a  struggle  over  power, 
Jones  said. 

“The  basic  question  is  to  what  de¬ 
gree  can  the  president  commit  troops 
without  the  approval  of  Congress,”  he 
said.  “How  much  power  should  the 
president  have  in  making  war  without 
congressional  approval?” 

In  1967  there  was  a  strong  feeling 
in  Congress  the  president  had  too 
much  power.  The  War  Powers  Re¬ 
solution  was  passed  in  1973,  because 


of  the  mood  of  the  times,  Congress 
feared  an  “imperial  presidency,” 
Jones  said. 

Congress  passed  the  War  Powers 
Resolution  because  it  did  not  want  the 
president  to  have  unchecked  powers, 
he  said.  Congress  can,  with  a  concur¬ 
rent  resolution,  override  any  pres¬ 
idential  action. 

Each  president  in  office  since  the 
adoption  of  the  War  Powers  Resolu¬ 
tion  has  questioned  its  constitutional¬ 
ity,  Jones  said.  “The  real  question  is 
whether  it  is  constitutional  or  not  for 
Congress  to  pass  a  concurrent  resolu¬ 
tion  and  override  a  presidential  ac¬ 
tion.” 

The  constitutionality  of  the  War 
Powers  Resolution  has  not  been  open¬ 
ly  challenged,  and  it  was  invoked 
when  U.S.  troops  invaded  Grenada. 
Reagan  has  less  than  60  days  to  bring 
them  home.  If  they  are  not  out  by  that 
time,  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  Con¬ 
gress  will  react,  and  what  action 
Reagan  will  take.

And  how  quietly  and  effectively  he  played 
that  role! 

Always  sensitive  and  obedient  to 
heaven-sent  messages,  he  took  Mary  to  be 
his  wife  under  unusual  circumstances 
(Matt.  1:19-25),  fled  to  Egypt  with  Mary 
and  Jesus  to  escape  Herod’s  wrath  (Matt. 
2:13),  returned  from  Egypt  and  went  to 
Galilee  (Matt.  2:19-23),  and  “went  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  every  year  at  the  feast  of  the  pas- 
sover”  (Luke  2:41).
